Election/Restrictions

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicants 
independent claim 1 reads over what is considered to be the closest prior art (Cytron) 
with regard at least to claim limitations directed to a sleeve composed of a shape 
memory alloy that houses a kinetic energy penetrator wherein the sleeve only minimally 
penetrates a target upon striking said target and allows said penetrator to slide through 
said sleeve into said target.
